Prohibition Hangover 
Highest praise must be given agents of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, led by J. 
Edgar Hoover in person, for the capture, or 
killing, of the Touhy gang. Of the seven 
desperate criminals who escaped from State- 
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Wrong in Principle 

Paul V. McNutt, chairman of the War 
Man Power Commission, apparently is unaware 
of the fact that when something’ is wrong, it 
is wrong in any case, regardless of the amount 
of money or other values involved. Something 
evil in principle is still evil, whether cost is 
one-cent or a million dollars. — 


According to correspondence between Mc- 
Nutt and Senator Bailey, of North Carolina, the 
man power chief approves of the enforced col- 
lection of union dues and fees for permission 
to work, from men and women either volunteer- 
ing to work on national defense projects or 
ordered to such jobs by governmental author- 
fty. Senator Bailey this week made the cor- 
respondence public. | 

In defense of the enforced union member- 
ship in war industries, McNutt wrote that he 
is sure responsible labor leaders are doing all 
in their power to control “‘the occasional ir-

union dues or fees restricted to 
and frequently nominal sums... cannot prop- 
erly be regarded as in excess of a fair contri- 
bution which the worker should make to an 
organization devoted to his interest.” 


McNutt apparently misses the point entirely. 
That point is, when the United States govern- 
ment uses its authority to compel any Ameri- 
can to contribute to a non-governmental or- 
ganization, the fundamental freedom of the 
individual has been destroyed. It matters not 
wfiat the size of the compulsory contribution to 
union treasure chests; the extent of benefit 
the worker may gain from union activities has 
nothing to do with the case. 


The issue involved is simply that when 
payment of such dues is compulsory because 
the government makes it so, the last freedom 
of the American worker has been destroyed. 
If that worker wishes, of his own accord, to 
pay such union dues or fees, there is no 1m- 
propriety involved. But it should be left to 
the individual to decide whether or not he 
makes that “fair contribution to an organiza- 
tion devoted to his interest.” | 


It is within the power of the Man Power 
Commission, headed by McNutt, to draft men 
and women to work in industry, just as men 
are drafted today to serve in the armed forces. 


It is not within the province of any. govern- 
mental agency to compel such drafted workers 
to contribute to any private organization, be it 
church, fraternal order, insurance company or 
labor union. : 

The only contribution. out of any worker’s 
income which the government can legally en- 
force is that of taxes. 

It is probably.true that the benefits gained 
for industrial workers through organized labor 
are worth all reasonable dues or fees payable 
to the union concerned. Such payments, 
though, must be made voluntarily, if they are 
not to violate a basic right of all American citi- 
zens. ; 

And when an agency of the government 
holds the gun of federal authority on erstwhile 
free. Americans, to force them to pay dues to 
any union, we thereby lose all that we are 
today fighting for in our war against totalitar- 
janism. For such things are the very bone and 
sinew of the Nazi idea—they are totally foreign 
to every decent principle of American liberty.

The existence of this gang, like that of many 
others which have, fortunately, been wiped out, 
is a direct result of that tragic “experiment” 
of national prohibition. Prohibition, motivated 
though it was from highest moral motives, was 
the root cause of the most fearful era of law- 
breaking and of criminal violence this country 
has ever known. We are still paying the price 
for the tragic “experiment”. in such cases as 
that of the Touhy gang. 

These desperadoes gained their experience 
in crime as bootleggers and highjackers in the 
prohibition era. Touhy himself was head of a 
bootlegging syndicate, while his first lieuten- 
ant in crime was known as his “head gunman,” 
or official killer, in prohibition days. 

Ever since the nation recognized the evil 
results of prohibition and voted, overwhelming- 
lv, for repeal of that constitutional mistake, 
law enforcement officers have been gradually 


eliminating the human rats who were tempted 


into crime because of that mistake. It has 
taken years to undo:the evil results of the 
miscalled “dry era,” but there are signs the 
nation is now almost at the end of this national 


hangover. 

Prohibition was enacted during the first 
World War, when millions of young men, serv- 
ing with the AEF overseas, were unable to vote. 

There are signs that the fanatic prohibi- 
tionist faction plans new efforts to repeat the 
horrible error. Fortunately for the nation, 
however, there seems iittle likelihood they can 


succeed. 

Repeated Gallup polls have shown that the 
voters of the nation stand approximately two- 
to-one against prohibition, with no change in 
ratio during the past wartime year, 

Meanwhile there are numerous conclusive 
pieces of evidence that the. nation, under 4 
system of rigid control of liquor Sales and as a 
result of steady education in temperance, is 
becoming more sober, 

The United States Census Bureau shows 
that per capita consumption of liquor has de- 
creased one-third in the past decade. 


Army records reveal that less than one- 
fourth as many men today need hospitaliza-

A recent survey of Army habits shows that 
more than half the men in uniform drink no 
alcoholic beverage and that most of the re- 
mainder drink only beer. 

The cause of temperance, which received 
such a set-back in the wild and lawless days of 
prohibition, is steadily advancing under the 
present system of liquor control. 

The nation will never again permit blind 
fanaticism to plunge us all into a new orgy of 
prohibition-caused gangsterism, crime and 
drunkenness.

THEY HAVE ANIMAL FEAR 
(From The Brunswick News.) 

The Japanese soldiers and sailors are coura- 
geous fighters, they do not prize life as men,of 
most other peoples prize it (they have less to live 
for), and their ignorant masses, persuaded that 
they are descended from a god, are vain—and still 
the News is more than skeptical that they can 
endure more than other people can endure when 
their country is invaded. It will be invaded, 
thousands of planes will blast their cities, they 
will know what invasion means, however they 
have not known it in 600 years. 

Mne hears of their “psychology,” as if they 
were human creatures not quite human. Surely 
they have more of the cruelty of beasts of the 
field than have the peoples of most nations, but 
the beasts of the field are susceptible to fear and 
panic. The wolves and the. tigers love life, they 
cometimes flee for their lives, they cam be stam- 
peded. ; 

The Japanese, for ages, have been singularly 
immune from attack; they, the rank and file of 
them, have been filled by their chiefs with the 
animal faith of the hitherto unbeaten. They will 
be beaten. They are taking beatings now that 
are a slight foretaste of what is coming to them. 
They are to learn the lesson that in six centuries 
they have not had. They do love life; they have 
instincts, for creatures that do not love life do 
not love loot—and this war of the Japanese is 
a war for loot. That truth they scarcely conceal. 
They have no incentive to fight for domination 
except to enrich themselves. 

They are to be punished, and they will, one 
sorrows to say, require much punishment. Their 
lands will be laid waste, their cities in part de- 
stroyed, for it seems that it will be needful to 
teach them the ways of civilized nations. 

The Japanese made the blunder of ages in 
attacking the United States. They were wanting 
in the conceptions of international right and 
wrong. Those conceptions will be driven, beaten 
into them. We think with no pleasure of what 
must happen to Japan, the land of cherry 
blossoms.

trying to wag the dog. | 
So long as the dominant controlling element of the party adopted 
a liberal cast, either as to domestic or foreign issue, a duty would 
seem to rest on other factions to go along in the interest of har- 
mony—or go over to the Republicans.’ Their mouthy complaints 
about everything that is proposed has been a source of aid to the 
Republicans and a cause for division among the Democrats. 


PARADOXES They make the confusing argument: that the

Unless the Democrats are able to subdue these elements, and 
work more closely for a common purpose, the danger signal cast 
up by the November elections will have a bitter meaning for the 
party in 1944.

Anything Seems Fair in a Fight 


If Our Side Does It 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


Some years ago a farmer down in Mississippi or Louisiana or 
somewhere down there had trouble with illiterate tenants who were 
too ornery to work. 

In January they wotld agree to make a cror for him. He would 
provide houses and work stock and fertilizer, and furnish meat and 
flour and other necessities against the crop they were supposed to 
harvest in the fall. 

The tenants would prepare the land and plant a crop and even 
cultivate it for a while, but they soon tired of regular work and 
decided to go fishing or visiting or just loaf at home. Then grass 
and weeds took the crop. 

Some ornery white tenants deserted their crops and moved to 
town. The cotored ones stayed on, but refused to work. In either 
case the fertilizer and seed and a year’s production were lost, for 
the crop wasn’t worth gathering even if there had been anybody 
to gather it. 

Thus the farmer lost several hundred dollars on each such tenant, 
year after year, and at last he grew tired of it and decided to 
get tough. 

The-next time a tenant decided to leave, the farmer stuck a 
gun in his belt to give his words authority and said: “You'll stay 
where you are till you have worked out your debt. If you try to 
sneak off, I'll follow you wherever you go and I'll come shooting.” 

So the tenant stayed and worked. But when federal officials 
heard the story they were properly horrified. They called the ar- 


rangement peonage, and they took the farmer to court and had 


him sent to prison. 

In those days it was a crime to make a man work for you against 
his will, but that is no longer true. 

Under new federal rules, and with the support of the President 
and the sanction of the supreme court, a union boss can use in- 
timidation and force to make people work for him and give him a 
regular portion of their pay. Moreover, he can force their employer 
to become an accessory and hold out part of their wages for him. 
They cannot escape this bondage while they live, for if they rebel 
and refuse to pay, they are denied the right to earn a living. The 
union boss says in effect: “If you won’t earn money for me, I won't 
let you earn any for your family.” 

This is not called peonage, but a social gain. Force is not crime 
inal if the right people use it.

‘|Millions of wage earners will find 


something missing from their pay 
envelopes beginning Friday—the 
5 per cent victory tax which Treas- 
ury officials estimate will add 
$2,000,000,000 to the government’s 
revenues next year. 

As a result of a Treasury ruling 
that the tax must be withheld 
from every paycheck issued in 
1943 regardless of when the in- 
come was earned, large numbers 
of wage earners receiving their 
first paychecks of the year early 
in January will find they/have 
paid a tax on part of their 1942 
income. 

For those who receive paychecks 
this Friday, Saturday or early 
next week the major proportion of 
the taxable income will have been 
earned during the last week or 
month of 1942, depending on the 
pay period involved. 

Under the Treasury ruling the 
victory tax must be withheld from 
such checks unless the money due 
for the 1942 services was “actual- 
ly available” to the employe on 
or before December 31. 

May Tax 1942 Income. 

Treasury officials indicated it 
would be up to individual employ- 
ers to determine whether the 
money was “actually available” be- 
fore January 1 and thus exempt 
from victory tax withholding. The 
department has taken the position, 
officials said, that a written notice 
from an employer that 1942 earn- 
ings were actually available beforé 


earnings thus not subjected to the 
victory tax. To qualify under this 
interpretation, however, they said, 
the payroll must be computed and 


the paycheck dated not later than | 


December 31.

ROME, Ga., Dec. 30.—Rome’s 
new $600,000, two-mile levee sys- 
tem successfully withstood its first 
hard flood test here today, ith 
the muddy waters of the Etowah 
and the Oostanaula rivers swirling 


around the 30-foot marks. 

A few years ago this would have 
meant near-panic and disaster for 
many Romans, because the oid 
flood stage was 26 feet, but today 
there has been little or no damage 
caused by the high rivers. 

Thanks to the new levee, built 
in 1938 by the Federal Flood Con- 
trol Administration, the water nev- 
er came within five feet of causing 
damage to the downtown section.

In addi- 
tion. each and every one of us must become 
conscious of the fact that we have an obligation 
to think for ourselves so that we may function 
as citizens. We must base our actions on facts 
and use them to determine what type of action 
we want taken by our representatives in gov- 
ernment.

The importance of all education lies far ™ ' — 
more in the training of minds than in any facts which may be 
absorbed, for trained minds will ascertain the facts as they need 
to know them. Having learned to reason and to weigh the in- 
formation they dissover, people with such minds will be more 
nearly educated than ahy amount of cramming of definite facts 
into their heads will make them.

How To Use Food 
As a Source of Heat 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


Are you feeling a bit chilly these 
days with the room temperature 
frozen at 65 degrees? Well, it 
could be you’re too thin. Or, again, 
it could be your trouble is too 
much fat padding. 

We need a moderate layer 
subcutaneous fat betwixt skin and 
muscles to protect us from the 
cold, and skinny folks who lack 
this padding do “feel the cold” 
more. But so do many fat people 
suffer from the cold. 

You might wonder why, since 
they have that blanket of fat, and 
here is the cxplanation. Too much 
fat goes with flabbiness of the 
muscles and with poor muscle 
tone, less heat is generated. Also, 
the fat impedes the circulation and 
anyone with poor circulation feels 
the cold like a knife. 

Incidentally, fat hinders the es- 
cape of heat from the body—the 
fat people don’t even get a break 
in summer! They feel the heat 
more than the normal weights. So, 
regardless:,of the season, normal 
weight—with a nice protective 
covering of fat—makes us the 
most comfortable. 

What about food as a source of 
heat? We could stoke up on cal- 
ories, which are units of heat and 
can be burned for body warmth 
and energy, but an excess does not 
make us warmer. Just fatter. Our 
bodies are not stoves. The more 
fuel you toss into the furnaces, 
the hotter the flame. But when you 
take in more fuel than you require 
for warmth and activity, the result 
is a storage of fat. 

Calories are the measure of the 
amount of fuel contained in a food. 
Fats contain the most. But the eat- 
ing of protein is followed by the 
greatest increase of heat produc- 
tion in the body because protein 
stimulates the cells to produce an 
excess of heat. This excess of heat 
is reflected in body temperature, 
and it is one reason why we like 
to eat meat in winter. Of course, 
this winter we are rationed, but 
the five and one-hal! ounces per 
day makes a good serving. And, 
besides, we can have meat organs, 
fish and fowl and they are not ra- 
tioned, with milk, eggs and cheese 
to supplement the meat dishes. We 
need protein daily and Uncle Sam 
doesn’t want you to get along with 
less than you need.

The practical reason for the 
common use of boric acid solution 
(in the strength of a heaping tea- 
spoonful of boric acid scales or 
powder in the pint of “boiled 
water) as eye drops or eye wash, 
as explained yesterday, is not that 
boric acid solution can destroy dis- 
ease germs — it is only a feeble 
antiseptic (tending to retard mul- 
tiplication of germs) and at that 
it can have little antiseptic ac- 
tion in the brief moment it is in 
contact with germs which happen 
to be on the surface, none at al] 
on the germs which have already 


invaded the tissues and are caus- 
ing the inflammation or disease, 
since these gerffs are beyond the 
reach of any such antiseptic or 
germicide. -The reason physicians 
use and prescribe boric acid solu- 
tion.for eye drops or eye wash is 
because it is a non-irritatirg, iso- 
tonic cleanser and has the advan- 
tage over physiological or so-called 
salt solution (heaping 


to the pint of boiled water) of be- 
ing tasteless. 

Isotonic means that the solution 
has about the same strength as the 
tears have—everyone knows tears 
are salty. ‘Tears are non-irritat- 
ing to the eyes, and so is “normal” 
salt solution and boric acid solu- 
tion; whereas pure water smarts 
and irritates the eyes and so does 
strong salt water. 

One of the best medical text- 
books, May’s Manual of the Di- 
seases of the Eye (Wood, "41) says: 

“Patients often find it refresh- 
ing and useful to wash out the 


| conjunctival sac”’ (inside or un- 
'der the lids) “upon arising or 
when retiring, or after exposure 
to wind or dust... for preparing 
the eye-wash at home take a mod- 
erately heaped teaspoonful each 


of bicarbonate of soda, borax and 
table salt, dissolve these in one 
quart of boiled water, add a tea- 
spoonful of glycerin and filter.” 

This solution, freshly prepared 
as needed, is preferable to eye- 
drops or eye-washes often used by 
ill-advised persons, because such 
eye-washes are likely to contain 
adrenalin or local anesthetics or 
astringents which may have in- 
jurious effects after prolonged use. 

Boric acid or borax, there is lit- 
tle difference between them, when 
used in this way. 

In my opinion if you have been 
exposed to wind and dust and feel 
the need of some eye wash a gen- 
tle application of a_ solution of 
heaping teaspoonful of common 
table salt in pint of BOILED water 
agreeably warm will accomplish 
everything that boric acid solution 
or the eye wash above described 
can accomplish. I do not advise 
the habitual use of any sort of eye 
drops or eye wash.
